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I. INTRODUCTION 



Major Pfogram Tronda 

When Public Laws 81^15 and 81-874 were 
enacted in 1950, the Congress initiated a Fed- 
eral policy for assisting school districts finan- 
cially burdened as a result of new or expanded 
Federal activities. At that time no one knew how 
long or on what scale the programs would be 
needed or what the initial or continuing costs 
would be. A review of the 24 years of operation 
shows a steady growth in the amount of finan- 
cial assistance authorized by Public Law 81- 
874; after the first 3 or 4 years, however, there 
was a leveling out and gradual tapering off for 
the school construction program authorized by 
Public Law 81-815. 

Public Law 11-474 

In the first year of operation, 1,172 school 
districts were eligible for maintenance and op- 
eration assistance on account of 512,000 feder- 
ally connected children in average daily attend- 
ance, at a total cost of $29.6 million. These 
districts had a total average daily attendance of 
2.9 million; their total current expenses were 
more than half a billion dollars; the average per 
pupil cost was $176.76; and the average local 
contribution rate was $106.82. 

In every one of the 24 years since the program 
was inaugurated there has been an increase in 
each of these items of program activity, except 
in the number of applications filed. Slightly 
fewer applications were received for fiscal years 
1964-67 inclusive. The decrease reflected the 
many consolidations and reorganizations which 
had taken place rather than a reduction in the 
number of local education agencies eligible for 
assistance. From fiscal years 1968 through 1971 
the number of applications increased each year, 
but in fiscal years 1972 through 1974 there were 
small decreases. (See chart 1.) In fiscal year 1974 
there were 4,367 eligible school districts with 
more than 23.7 million pupils in attendance, of 
whom about 2.1 million were federally connected. 
Total cost of the program was $574 million, and 
total current operating expenses in these districts 
were $21.2 billion. The average cost per pupil was 
$t,023.96, and the average local contribution rate 
was $559.06. 

This continued substantial program growth is 
due to the increase in the number of school 
children (both federally connected and nonfed- 
erally connected), liberalization of the legisla- 
tion, continued nigh Federal expenditures for 
national security and domestic development, 
and the ever increasing costs of education for 
both federally connected and nonfederal ly con- 
nected children, compounded by the iBffects of 
continuing inflation. 

Growth in the impacted areas program re- 



flects national trends to a substantial degree. 
The average enrollment of federally connected 
children for the first 17 years held close to 15 
percent of the total enrollment, and the Federal 
payments approximated 5 percent of the operat- 
ing costs in the eligible districts. In fiscal year 
1974, these percentages were about 9 and 2, 
respectively. 

Public Law 11-415 

A large backlog of needed school construc- 
tion had developed in federally affected areas 
prior to 1950 because only the most urgently 
needed school facilities were constructed in 
these areas during and immediately after World 
War II. Thus, the 1,128 applications filed and the 
more than 900 applications approved during the 
first 2 years of Public Law 81-815 operation 
(1950-52) were the largest numbers during any 
^-year increase period. 

The number of applications filed averaged 
between 700 and 800, and the number approved 
averaged nearly 500 for each 2-year increase 
period from 1952 through 1958. During the 
same interval, program requirements averaged 
$81.8 million a year. There was a decrease in 
requirements after 1958, and for a number of 
years program costs remained relatively stable, 
ranging from $60 million down to $50 million a 
year. Eligibility requirements were liberalized in 
1966, and program costs are now about $70- 
$80 million a year. 

Fadaral-Stata-Local Ralationt 

Public Laws 81-874 and 81-815 authorize 
Federal payments directly to the eligible local 
education agencies. Applications for assistance 
under both laws are submitted to the Commis- 
sioner of Education through the State educa- 
tion agencies, which certify that the data con- 
tained therein are accurate insofar as records in 
State offices are concerned. 

Each chief State school officer has desig- 
nated one or more State representatives for the 
school assistance program to work with the 
local education agencies and with the field 
program officers of the Office of Education in 
the administration of the program and in the 
development of applications for aid. Represen- 
tatives of the Office are available to assist State 
education agencies and through them local ed- 
ucation agencies. These representatives advise 
applicant districts on the maintenance of rec- 
ords with respect to the specific pupil and 
financial data required to support their claims. 

Fadaral Proparty 

The principal basis on which payments to

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local education agencies pre authorized under 
the provisions of Public Law 81--815 and title I 
of Public Lavv81--874 is the existence of Federal 
property, on which school children reside with 
their parents or on which their parents are 
employed, in a school district or within the 
same State. Federal properties in other States 
may also be considered as a basis for payments 
if they are located within reasonable commuting 
distance. Federal property, as defined by these 
laws, is: "Real property . . . owned . . , or . . . 
leased by the United States ... not subject tO;

taxation by any State or any political subdivi- 
sion of a State or by the District of Columbia." 

Included in the definition is . . any interest 
in Federal property . . . under an easement, 
lease, license, permit, or other arrangement, as 
well as any improvements of any nature (other 
than pipelines or utility lines) on such property 
even though such interests or improvements 
are subject to taxation by a State or political 
subdivision of a State or by the District of 
Columbia . . . ." For the purpose of Public Law 
81-674 only, the term "Federal property" also 



includes . . for 1 year beyond the end of the 
fiscal year in which occurred the sale or transfer 
thereof by the United States, any property con- 
sidered prior to such sale or transfer to be 
Federal property for the purposes of this act." 

Beginning with the 1970-71 school year, the 
definition in Public Law 81-874 was annended to 
include any low-rent housing (whether or not 
owned by the United States) which is a part of a 
low-rent housing project assisted under the 
United States Housing Act of 1937, section 516 
of the Housing Act of 1949, or part B of title III 
of the Economic Opportunity Act of 1964. Pub- 
lic Law 81-815 was amended to include only the 
low-rent housing assisted under the United 
States Housing Act of 1937. However, the 
amendments authorizing eligibility of the Iona/- 
rent housing also provided that funds appropri- 
ated for the impact aid program should not be 
paid on behalf of children residing therein and/ 
or having parents employed thereon until other 
requirements of the acts were met. 

A local education agency's eligibility under 
most sections of the acts, therefore, is based on 
certain conditions of the real property on which 
school children reside or on which their parents 
are employed. It is necessary to determirie 
whether the real property is owned, wholly or in 
part, by the Federal Government; whether it is 
leased by the Federal Government and not sub- 
ject to taxation; for what purposes the property 
is used; and whether the Federal property was 
sold or transferred, wholly or in part, and the 
effective date of such sale or transfer. 

Under some circumstances further qualifying 
determinations are required. When a Federal 
property and a private property are used jointly 
(commingled) and the employee's working time 
is divided between both portions, the percent- 



age of time spent by the employees on each 
portion must be estimated. 

The number and acreage of qualifying Fed- 
eral properties claimed by applicants for the 
1970-71 school year— the latest year for which 
these figures are available— are listed in table A 
by Federal agency having jurisdiction and in 
table 7 (p. 000) by State. 

According to the most recent report ot the 
General Services Administration the Federal 
Government owns 20,523 different installations 
throughout the United States. School districts 
have claimed 6,318 owned or leased properties 
as well as low-rent housing projects as a basis 
for applications under Public Laws 81-874 and 
81-815 during the 1973-74 school year. 

Legislative Changes 

Numerous amendments have been made to 
Public Laws 81-^74 and 81-815 since their en- 
actment. These changes have been described in 
some detail in the various annual reports of the 
U.S. Commissioner of Education for the fiscal 
years in which the amendments became effec- 
tive. The most recent legislative changes are 
described in detail in the appropriate chapters 
of this text. 

Civil Rights Act of 1964 

All school districts eligible for Federal assist- 
ance under title I of Public Law 81-874 in the 
1973-74 school year were certified as being in 
compliance with title VI of the Civil Rights Act of 
1964. 

Fair Employment Practices 

During fiscal year 1974 applicants were re-

Suitable Fraa Public Education 

The eight projects constructed on eight mili- 



tary bases in 1963 in order to provide suitable 
free public education for on-base children were 
operated by the Federal Government under sec- 
tion 6 of Public Law 81-874 during fiscal year 
1974. These projects, all for elementary school 
children, were^ constructed on: Fort McClellan, 
Fort Rucker, and Maxwell Air Force Base in. 
Alabama; Fort Stewart and Warner Robins Air 
Force Base in Georgia; England Air Force Base 
in Louisiana; and' Fort Jackson and Myrtle 
Beach Air Force Base in South Carolina. 
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II. PUBLIC LAW 81-874 
TITLES I AND IV 



Providing Financial Assistance For Maintenance And Operation Of 
Schools In Federally Affected Areas 



AUTHORIZING LEGISLATION 

Authorization for the federally affec-'^d areas 
program under Public Law 81-874 ,s contained 
in sections 1 through 6 of title I and sections 
401 through 403, title IV. Section 7 of title I 
extends financial assistance to local education 
agencies affected by a major disaster. Section 7 
and the program of disaster assistance are 
treated separately in this report. 

Title I authorizes financial assistance tor 
maintenance and operation of schools to local 
education agencies on which activities of the 
United States have placed a financial burden. It 
recognizes the following categories of burden 
for payment purposes: 

1. Reduction in local revenues by reason of 
acquisition of real property by the United 
States (section 2). 

2. Provision of education to children who 
reside oh Federal property or reside with a 
parent employed on Federal property. A 
child of a parent on active duty in the 
uniformed services is usually considered 
as residing with a parent employed on 
Federal property in the State of the child's 
residence (section 3). 

3. Sudden and substantial increases in 
school attendance as a direct result of 
activities of the United States carried on 
either directly or through a contractor 
(section 4). 

This title provides also for transfer of operat- 
ing funds to other Federal agencies when no 
local education agency is a|?JeJp.,^,f^^ free 
public education for children residing or\ Fed- 
eral property (section 6). 

Title IV authorizes reimbursement of Federal 
agencies supplying custodial, transportation, or 
maintenance services for children residing on 
Federal property (section 402). 

An analysis of eligibility requirements and 
entitlement formulas by section follows under 
the heading Administration— Payment Provi- 
sions, Public Law 85-620, approved August 12, 
1958, made permanent the provisions for pay- 
ment for children who reside on Federal prop- 
erty with a parent employed on Federal prop- 
erty. Authorization for payment for all other 
categories of Federal impact has been extended 
from time to time. The latest extension, to June 
30, 1974, was made by Public Law 91-230, ap- 
proved April 13, 1970. 



ADMINISTRATION 

The federally affected areas program under 
Public Law 81-874 is administered by the U.S. 
Commissioner of Education under authority 
vested in him by section 401, title IV. This 
section requires him to make an annual report 
to the Congress including a full account of the 
administration of his functions and a detailed 
statement of receipts and disbursements. It also 
prohibits him from: 

1. Exercising any direction, supervision, or 
control over the personnel, curriculum, or 
program of instruction of any school or 
school system of any local or State educa- 
tion agency; and 

2. Requiring the assignment or transporta- 
tion of students or teachers to overcome 
racial imbalance. 

Functions of the Commissioner 

The statute places on the Commissioner dis- 
cretionary powers and mandatory responsibili- 
ties. He may make such regulations and per- 
form such functions as he finds necessary to 
carry out its provisions. He is required, however, 
to determine the eligibility and the rate of pay- 
ment for each applicant. He must determine the 
entitlement of eligible applicants and pay from 
time to time the amount which, in his judgment, 
is due them. He is responsible for making ar- 
rangements to provide free public education for 
certain children residing on Federal property. If 
funds appropriated for payments for a fiscal 
year are insufficient to meet estimated require- 
rnents. hejs obligated to prorate to claimants 
under sections 2, 3, and 4 those funds in excess 
of the amount estimated for purposes of sec- 
tions 6 and 402(a). 

The law requires the Commissioner to make 
judgments as to the degree of financial burden 
placed on local school districts; the reasonable- 
ness of local tax effort; the acceptability of 
"generally comparable districts"; and the suita- 
bility of free public education. Certain of his 
judgments may be made only after consultation 
with the State and local education agencies.^ 

1 For purposes of titles I ind IV, tha term "Stite" means a Stite, Puerto Rico. 
Wake Island, Guam, the District of Columbia. American Samoa, or the Virg n 
Islands. The term "State education agency" means the off icar or agency primarily 
responsibia for tha State supervision of public elementary and -secondary 
schools. The tarm "local education agency" means a board of education oj o^het 
legalty constituted local school authority having admin istrativa control and direc- 
tion of frse public education in a county, township, independent, or other school 
district located within a State. Such tarm includes any State agency which di- 
rectly operates and maintains facilities for providing frea public education. 
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Payment Provisions 

Sections 2, 3, and 4 concern payments to 
local education agencies. Sections 6 and 402 
pertain to transfer of funds to other Federal 
agencies. 

Payments go directly to the school district. 
Estimated fiscal and pupil data in the applica- 
tion, form RSF~-1 , serve as the basis for an initial 
part-payment. Final data for the year submitted 
on form RSF-<3 are the basis for final payment 
subject to adjustment, if necessary, after a re- 
view is made of the applicant's pupil and fiscal 
records by the field program officer. The per- 
centages of payments on forms RSF-1 and 
RSF-3 are dependent on the amount of funds 
available at the time the payment is made. 

Section 2. Reduction in Local Revenue by Reason of 
Acquisition of Real Property by the United States 

A school district may be eligible if (1) the 
property was acquired by transfer and not by 
exchange since 1938; (2) the assessed valuation 
of such property represents 10 percent or more 
of the assessed valuation of all realty in the 
district at the time or times of transfer; and (3) 
the acquisition has imposed on the school dis- 
trict a substantial and continuing financial bur- 
den. 

Maximum entitlement is the product of the 
applicant's current expense tax rate applied to 
the estimated assessed valuation of the Federal 
property (exclusive of improvements since 
transfer date). 

In fiscal year 1974, 179 school districts 
claimed assistance under section 2.. The Com- 
missioner determined 179 to be eligible. (See 
table B.) Net entitlements to local education 
agencies totaled $7,865,267. 

Section 3. Education of Children Who Reside on Federal 
Property or Reside With a Parent Employed on Federal 
Property 

Section 3(a) applies to children who reside on 
Federal property and have a parent on active 
duty in the uniformed services, or who reside on 
Federal property with a parent employed on 
Federal property situated in whole or in part in 



the same State as the school district or within 
reasonable commuting distance of the district. 

Section 3(b) applies to children (other than 
those to whom subsection (a) of this section 
applies) who reside on Federal property or re- 
side with a parent employed on Federal prop- 
erty [located as in 3(a)| or had a parent who was 
on active duty in the uniformed services (as 
defined in section 102 of the Career Compensa- 
tion Act of 1949). 

A school district may be eligible if the number 
of section 3 children in average daily attend- 
ance (ADA) is 3 percent of the total average 
daily attendance or 400, whichever is the lesser, 
and at least 10. 2 

Applicants which do not meet the percent 
requirement may be eligible for payment for 2 
consecutive years following a year in which they 
met the requirement and were entitled to pay- 
ment. The Commissioner may waive the 3-per- 
cent condition of eligibility when exceptional 
circumstances exist which would make the ap- 
plication of such conditions inequitable and 
defeat the purposes of the act. The Commis- 
sioner is not authorized to waive the number 
requirement of 10 or 400. 

Section 3(c)(1) specifies the formula for com- 
puting gross entitlement. It is the product derived 
by multiplying the sum of 3(a) ADA and half of the 
3(b) ADA by the rate of payment. (See Local Con- 
tribution Rates, p. 15.) Section 3(c)(1) claimants 
were paid 90 percent of the 3(a) entitlement (the 
product of the total 3(a) ADA times the local con- 
tribution rate) if pupils claimed under this section 
for the current yi-ar represented less than 25 per- 
cent of the current year s total ADA. They were 
paid 100 percent of this entitlement if these pupils 
represented 25 percent or more of the current 
year's total ADA. 

Subsection 3(b) claims were derived by multi- 
plying the total 3(b) ADA by one-half the local 
contribution rate prorated at 65 percent pursuant 
to the appropriation act. Available funds permit-

ted the payment of entitlements under subsection 
3(a) at 90 or 100 percent, under section 3(b) at 68 
percent and under all other subsections at 100 
percent except that no funds were available to 
make any payments for low-rent housing pupils. 

For fiscal year 1974, applications for assist- 
ance under subsections 3(a) and 3(b) numbered 
4,536. The Commissioner determined that 4,359 
applicants were eligible (see table B, p. 6). Net 
prorated entitlements totaled $518,052, 851 for 
361,820 subsection 3(a) pupils and for 1,712,349 
subsection 3(b) pupils in ADA. 

Section 3(c)(4) applies to local education 
agencies where 50 percent or more of the chil- 
dren in ADA reside on tax-exempt Federal prop- 
erty. 

A school district may be eligible if it meets the 
ADA requirement and if it is making reasonable 
tax effort and availing itself of State and other 
financial aid, but is still unable to provide a level 
of education equivalent to that in comparable 
communities 6f the State. The law requires also 
that eligibility of the district for State aid and 
the amount of such aid for the Federal children 
be determined on a basis no less favorable than 
for other children in the State. 

Maximum entitlement is the product ot the 
accepted ADA multiplied by the per-pupil cost 
in generally comparable districts, less the 
amount of State aid which the Commissioner 
determines to be available for these children. Of 
four applicants claiming assistance under sec- 
tion 3(c)(4) for 1974 the Commissioner deter- 
mined one to be eligible (see table B). Total net 
entitlement amounted to $183,009 for 2,302 
pupils in ADA. 

bection 3(e) applies to those situations where 
the local education agency has made prepara- 
tions to provide free public education to a 
number of section 3 pupils and that number has 
been substantially reduced because of the de- 
crease in or cessation of Federal activity or by 
failure of such activity to occur. 

Maximum entitlement is the amount which, in 
the judgment of the Commissioner, the school 
district would have been entitled to receive had 
there been no lessening of the Federal activity 
planned or in progress. Any reduction in current 
expenditures which the Commissioner deter- 
mines has been made or reasonably should 
have been made because of change in Federal 
activity is considered in determining entitle- 
ment. Of the 37 applicants who claimed assist- 
ance under section 3(e) in fiscal year 1974 (see 
table B), the Commissioner determined that 3 
were eligible for a total net entitlement of 
$622,615. 

Section 4(a). Sudden and Substantial Increases in the 
Number of Pupili In ADA as a Direct Result of Activities 
of tho Unltod States Carried on Directly or Through a 
Contractor 

A school district may be eligible for first-year 



assistance if the increase in ADA of countable 
pupils over the prior year represents at least 5 
percent of the non-Federal ADA of that year. 
Countable pupils may include the increase in 
section 3 ADA over the preceding year if the 
applicant so elects. Other conditions of eligibil- 
ity are reasonable tax effort, diligence of the 
district in availing itself of State and other 
financial aid, inability to secure sufficient funds 
to meet additional costs involved, and a show- 
ing of substantial and continuing financial bur- 
den caused by Federal activities. 

Maximum entitlement is the product of the 
accepted ADA and the per-pupil cost in gener- 
ally comparable districts, less the amount vyhich 
the Commissioner determines to be available 
from State, local, and Federal sources for such 
purposes, exclusive of payments under this act 
and local source funds needed for the educa- 
tion of other children. 

Any district .vvhich received first-year assist- 
ance in 1973 was potentially eligible in 1974 for 
second-year assistance. Maximum entitlement 
is limited to 50 percent of the 4(a) entitlement 
for the prior year. There were nine claimants for 
section 4(a) first-year assistance in fiscal year 
1974. The Commissioner has found one to be 
ineligible and one pending eliglbllty. 

Section 4(d) is analogous to section 3(e) in 
the matter of substantial reduction in Federal 
activity. There were no section 4(d) applicants 
in 1974. 



Section 6. Arrangements for the Education of Certain 
Children Residing on Federal Property 

The Commissioner must make arrangements 
to provide free public education for children 
who reside on Federal property when 

1. No tax revenue of the State or any political 
subdivision thereof may be spent for such 
purposes; 

or 

2. It is the judgment of the Commissioner, 
after consulting with the appropriate State 
education agency, that no local education 
agency is able to provide suitable free 
public education for such children. 

The Commissioner may make these arrange- 
ments only with local education agencies or 
with the head of a Federal department or 
agency administering Federal property. 

To the maximum extent practicable, entitle- 
ment is limited to an amount per pupil not to 
exceed the per-pupil cost in comparable com- 
munities in the same State (or the District of 
Columbia in certain situations). 

In fiscal year 1974, the Commissioner made 
section 6 arrangements in 25 instances at a 
total cost of $39,472,714 for 43,764 pupils in 
ADA. 
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section 402(a). Trantftr of Funds to Ftdcral Agancitt for 
Servicas Which Thay Provida ^ 

Federal agencies may provide custodial, 
transportation, or maintenance services for chil- 
dren residing on Federal property and attending 
a scfciool district which, because of State law or 
other factors, is unable to reimburse the Federal 
agency. In such instances the Commissioner 
may authorize transfer of funds to the Federal 
agencies to cover the cost of services provided. 
The maximum amount transferred, limited by 
the amount approved by the Commissioner, is 
the actual cost of such services for the year 
When section 402(a) is involved, the local edu- 
cation agency's entitlement under section 3 is 
paid in two parts. The first part is in the form of 
a cash payment to the local education agency 
itself. The second part is in the form of a 
payment made on behalf of the local education 
agency to the Federal agency providing the 
services. In fiscal year 1974 the Commissioner 
made one such transfer at Department level for a 
total amount of $32,292. 

Local Contribution Ratas 

The local contribution rate is the rate of 
Federal payment per section 3(a) pupil in ADA. 
Section 3(d) specifies the formula for its compu- 
tation. In principle, it approximates the current 
expenditures per pupil from local revenue 
sources in "generally comparable " school dis- 
tricts in the same State as the applicant. The 
Commissioner establishes criteria of compara- 
bility and offers to State and local education 
agencies two methods of determining compara- 
ble districts: (1) selection of individual districts 
and (2) State grouping of like districts. It is the 
policy of the Commissioner to request initial 
recommendations of comparable districts from 
State and local authorities. 

The local contribution rate for use within the 
United States is the current expenditure per 
pupil made from all local source revenues in the 
second preceding year in generally comparable 
school districts. The law has established two 
minimums; however, the rate may not be less 
than the greater of (1) one-half the State aver- 
age per-pupil expenditure in the second preced- 
ing year or (2) one-half the national average per- 
pupil expenditure in the 50 States and the 
District of Columbia in the second preceding 
year Item (2) may not exceed the State average 
per-pupil expenditure for such year. 

Section 3(d) contains special provision for an 
increase in the local contribution rate for an 
applicant district because of increases in ex- 
penditures due to unusual geographic factors 
which do not affect the comparable districts. 

For any local education agency in Puerto 
Rico, Wake Island, Guam, American Samoa, the 
Virgin Islands, or in a State in which a substan- 



tial portion of the land is in unorganized terri- 
tory for which the State agency is the local 
education agency, or in a State in which there is 
only one local education agency, the local con- 
tribution rate for any fiscal year is determined 
by the Commissioner in accordance with poli- 
cies and principles approximating those used 
for determining the local contribution rate in 
other States. 



RECEIPTS AND DISBURSEMENTS 

A general summation relating program activ- 
ity to funds appropriated and expended follows: 

Appropriations 

In Public Law 93-192, enacted December 18, 
1973, Congress appropriated $574.4 million for 
payments for the maintenance and operation of 
schools, as authorized by Public Law 81-874. 

Section 5(c) of Public Law 81-674 provides 
for proration of payment to all applicants under 
sections 2, 3 (except as noted under Payment 
Provisions), and 4 when appropriations are in- 
sufficient to pay the full amount of entitlements 
of all applicants for a fiscal year, subject to the 
specific language of the act. Sections 6, 7, and 
402(a) are exempt from proration, subject to the 
specific language of the act. It has been deter- 
mined that the amount appropriated wil^l fund a^l 
claims under sections 2, 3 (except as noted in 
table C, p. 9), and 4 of the act at 100 percent. 

Nat Entltlamants 

As of June 30, 1974, the Commissioner esti- 
mated total entitlements from 1974 applications 
to be $571 million. Transfers of funds under 
sections 6 and 402 account for $39.5 million of 
this amount. The remainder represents entitle- 
ments estimated for local education agendies 
which claimed assistance under sections 2, 3. 4, 
6, and 7 (see table C, p. 9). 

There was no reduction in entitlements inci- 
dent to section 5(d)(1) of the act. This provision 
requires the Commissioner to reduce the enti- 
tlement of all school districts in a State in any 
fiscal year in the same proportion, if any, that 
the State reduces for that fiscal year its aagre- 
gate per-pupil expenditures in the form of State 
aid to local education agencies for current op- 
erating expenses below the level of such per- 
pupil expenditures in the second year preced- 
ing. Section 5(d)(2) provides that no payment 
may be made to any local education agency in 
any State which takes into consideration Public 
Law 81-874 funds in the allocation of State aid. 
Under section 5(d)(2) Kansas, North Dakota, and 
New Mexico were determined to be in noncom- 
pliance in fiscal year 1974. Public Law 93-150 
provided, in effect, a 1-year waiver of the appli- 
cation of section 5(d)(2) for those States found

to be in noncompliance so that no payments 
were withheld from a local education agency in 
fiscal year 1974 because of section 5(d)(2). 

PROGRAM TRENDS 

Since the inception of the federally affected 
areas program under Public Law 81-874 in 
1951, net entitlements have shown a steady 
growth from $29.6 million to $557.0 million in 
fiscal year 1970. However, in fiscal year 1971 net 
entitlements dropped to $486.0 million. This 
was due to a decrease in the number of feder- 
ally connected pupils and in the number of 
eligible applications. In fiscal year 1972 net 
entitlements began to increase although the 
number of eligible applicants and federally con- 
nected pupils continued to decrease. This 
stems from an increase in the local contribution . 
rate. In fiscal year 1974, $525,918 million repre- 
sented entitlements paid to sections 2, 3, and 4 
of Public Law 81^74 (not including $39.5 mil- 
lion under sections 6 and 402(a) and $5.4 mil- 
lion for disaster relief under section 7) (see 
table C). The federally connected ADA of half a 
million in the first year has increased more than 
fivefold, reaching 2.7 million in 1968, but declin- 
ing to about 2.t million in 1974. The average 
local contribution rate of $559.06 is over 5 times 
the rate of $106.82 in 1951. 

Public Law 83-248 broadened the definition 
of Federal property and extended the 3(a) catie- 
gory to include children of parents in the uni- 



formed services; Public Law 84-949 again ex- 
panded the definition of Federal property and 
extended the 3(b) category to include children 
of members of the Armed Forces (now "uni- 
formed services"); Public Law 85-620 changed 
the definition of *'child" to include Indian chil- 
dren; Public Law 85-313 standardized the 3- 
percent eligibility requirement for all school 
districts; Public Law 89-750 introduced the al- 
ternative minimum of 400 for section 3 ADA, 
broadened further the definition of Federal 
property, extended coverage to additional fed- 
erally connected children, and revised the basis 
for deducting "other Federal payments" from 
gross entitlements; Public Law 90-247 repealed 
the deduction provision; and Public Law 91-230 
extended the 3(b) category to include children 
residing with a parent who under certain cir- 
cumstances was a refugee at any time during 
the 3 prior years if the average daily attendance 
in a local school district attributable to such 
children amounts to 20 percent or more of the 
average daily attendance of all children during 
the year. 

Public Law 91-230 also broadened the defini- 
tion of Federal property to include "any low- 
rent housing . . . which is part of a low-rent 
housing project assisted under the United 
States Housing Act of 1937, section 516 of the 
Housing Act of 1949, or part B of title III of the 
Economic Opportunity Act of 1964." In fiscal 
year 1974 applicant districts could include chil- 
dren residing in this housing together with 
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other eligible federally connected children to 
meet the minimum eligibility requirements of 
the act. However, the shortage of funds pre- 
vented their being paid on account of the chil- 
dren residing in eligible low-rent housing. 

Other amendments have had the effect of 
substantially increasing the average local con- 
tribution rate of payment per pupil under sec- 
tion 3. Chief among these amendments were 
Public Law 83-248, establishing as the mini- 
mum rate of payment one-half the State average 
per-pupil cost in the second preceding year and 
Public Law 85-620, which set as a second 
minimum rate one-half the national average per- 
pupil cost of the same year 

As shown in table D, the proportion of total 
operating, expenses of eligible school districts 



represented by these Federal payments has 
ranged from 5.69 in fiscal year 1951 to 2.31 
percent in 1974 for a 24-year average of 4.41 
percent. The major portion of total entitlements 
has repeatedly been paid to section 3 appli- 
cants, standing at 78.9 percent at the start of 
the program and at 9072 percent in 1974 (see 
table C). The proportion of federally connected 
ADA to total ADA in eligible districts dropped 
from 14.91 in 1951 to 8.75 percent in 1974 for an 
overall average of 13.38 percent, as shown in 
table D. The average local contribution rate was 
54.59 percent of the average per-pupil cost in 
eligible districts in fiscal year 1974, compared 
with 60 percent in 1951. The increasing gap 
between the per-pupil cost and the local contri- 
bution rate is due to increasing costs of educa- 
tion and decreases in the amount of local funds

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needed to meet education costs; thus, this is 
the reason for increases in the local contribu- 
tion rate. The relationship between the two 
figures over the years of the program js shown 
graphically in chart 2. 

In fiscal year 1951, 2.9 million pupils were in 
attendance in eligible school districts. This total 
approximated one-eighth of the Nation's public 
school attendance in that year. The 23.7 million 



pupils in attendance in school districts eligible 
for payment in fiscal year 1974 (including junior 
college attendance for California only) repre- 
sented about 58 percent of the Nation's public 
school attendance. 

In fiscal year 1974 Federal payments helped 
to support educational services for over 4 times 
as large a percentage of public elementary and 
secondary school ADA as in 1951. 
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III. PUBLIC LAW 81-815 



Providing Financial Assistance For School Construction In Federally 

Affected Areas 



PURPOSE 

Public Law 81-^15 authorizes Federal finan- 
cial assistance for constructing urgently needed 
minimum school facilities in school districts 
having substantial membership increases due 
to new or increased Federal activities. Assist- 
ance is also authorized for the construction of 
school facilities: by local education agencies for 
inadequately housed pupils when Federal prop- 
erty, constitutes a substantial portion of the 
school district; by local education agencies for 
pupils residing on Indian lands; and by the 
Federal Government on Federal property when 
no State or local education agency may legally 
do so. Major disaster assistance is available to 
public school districts for replacing or restoring 
public school facilities destroyed or seriously 
damaged as a result of a major disaster or for 
constructing additional public school facilities 
to house children who attended a private school 
seriously damaged or destroyed in a major dis- 
aster and which is not to be rebuilt or repaired. 

The act prescribes specific criteria necessary 
to determine eligibility under the various sec- 
tions and subsections and contains provisions 
to determine the amount of Federal assistance 
that may be approved. Congress has amended 
Public Law 81-^15 several times since its origi- 
nal enactment. Certgfn provisions pertaining to 
children who reside on Federal property with a 
parent employed on Federal property were 
made permanent by Public Law 85-620. The 
provisions of section 14 which formerly con- 
cerned primarily children residing on Indian 
reservations were made permanent by Public 
Law 89-750. Public Law 80-247 made the provi- 
sions of subsections 14(a) and (b) applicable 
exclusively to local education agencies serving 
children residing on Indian lands or to local 
education agencies where Indian lands consti- 
tute a substantial part of the district. Subsection 
14(c), which assists financially distressed 
school districts where Federal lands comprise a 
substantial part of the area, was added by Pub- 
lic Law 91-230. Other categories of Federal 
impact covered by subsections 5(a)(2) and 
5(aJ(3) have been extended periodically since 
1958. The provisions for all categories of chil- 
dren included in the act were in effect during 
fiscal year 1974. r 

Public Law 81-815 authorizes grants to local 
education agencies under sections 5 and 9 
based on increases in federally connected 
membership during a 4-year increase period 
except that grants under section 9 are author- 
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ized only if the increase is expected to be 
temporary. Subsections 14(a) and 14(b) author- 
ize grants to local education agencies on the 
basis of children residing on Indian lands and 
for whom the responsible local education 
agency is unable to provide minimum school 
facilities. Subsection 14(c) authorizes grants if a 
substantial portion of a school district is Fed- 
eral land and a substantial percentage of its 
pupils lack minimum school facilities. 

GRANTS BASED ON INCREASES IN 
FEDERALLY CONNECTED MEMBERSHIP 
(Sections 5 and 9) 

Estimating Incrtatat In M«mb«rahlp 

Each application under sections 5 and 9 is a 
request for assistance in constructing school 
facilities. Applications may be filed in the third 
or fourth year of any increase period; i.e., the 
period of four consecutive regular school years 
during which the increase in membership on 
which the application is based occurs. The 
Commissioner is required to estimate the in- 
crease in federally connected membership as of 
the end of that increase period. Total member- 
ship may be estimated for 2 years beyond the 4- 
year increase period in determining unhoused 
children. This feature encourages more effec- 
tive advance planning for school construction. 

The increase period and the base year, that is, 
the year preceding the 4-year increase period, 
advance 1 year each July 1. For example, the 
1974 fiscal year covered by this report is the 
fourth year of the 4-year increase period of July 
1, 1970, to June 30, 1974, and the third year of ^ 
the 4-year increase period of July 1, 197t, to 
June 30, 1975. 

Eligibility fl«qulr«ffl«nts Und«r Section 5 

Three categories of federally connected chil- 
dren form the basis for eligibility under section 
5 of Public Law 81^15. The first two categories 
represent the relationship of children to Federal 
property. Children classified under subsection 
5(a)(1) reside on Federal property with a parent 
who works on Federal property. Children classi- 
fied under subsection 5(a)(2) either reside on 
Federal property, or reside with a parent who 
works on Federal property, but not both. (See 
drawing.) 

The Federal property involved must be lo- 
cated in the same State as the applicant school 
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district or within reasonable commuting dis- 
tance if located in another State. 

To be eligible under either subsection 5(a)(1) 
or 5(a)(2) a school district must have an in- 
crease in pupil membership countable in one or 
both categories of at least 20 children during a 
4-year increase period, and that increase must 
equal at least 6 percent of the district's total 
average daily membership^ for the base year, or 
1,500 pupils, whichever figure is the lesser. The 
base year is the school year immediately pre- 
ceding the first year of a 4-year increase period. 

The third category of federally connected 
children defined in subsection 5(a) includes 
those whose attendance in an applicant school 
district is due to activities of the United States 
carried on directly or through a contractor. 
Eligibility for payment under subsection 5(a)(3) 
requires that the school district's estimated 
membership increase durina the 4-year increase 
period must be at least 20 in number and at 
least 10 percent of the total base-year average 
daily membership or 2,500 pupils, whichever 
figure is the lesser. It must also be established 
that constructing minimum school facilities for 
that number of children would impose an undue 
burden on the taxing and borrowing power of 
the district. 

Number of Children Counted for Payment 

School districts are required under subsec- 
tions 5(a)(1) and 5(a)(2) to absorb an increase of 
6 percent, or 1,500 in number, whichever is the 
lesser, in non-Federal membership durina any 
4-year increase period. Under subsection 5(a)(3) 
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the requirement is 6 percent, or 2,500 in num- 
ber, whichever is the lesser. Should an aoDll- 
cant fail td meet these requirements, the number 
of pupils by which it fails to attain it is deducted 
from the number of qualifying federally con- 
nected pupils in determining the number of 
pupilis counted for payment. Payment is also li- 
mited to the number of eligibid federally con- 
nected pupils in excess of the estimated feder- 
ally connected membership as of the end of an 
increase period covered by a prior eligible appli- 
cation, or to the number of such pupils previ- 
ously counted for payment, whichever is the 
greater. 

Amount of Fodoral Paymont 

The maximum allowable grant under section 
5 is the product of the federally connected 
children counted for payment under subsection 
5(a)(1), 5(a)(2) and 5(a)(3) times 95, 50. and 45 
percent, respectively, of the average per-pupil 
cost of constructing school facilities in the ap- 
plicant's State in the second year of the 4-year 
increase period involved. The grant is further 
limited to the actual cost of constructing mini- 
mum school facilities for children who would 
otherwise be without such facilities. 

Additional Paymontt Undor Soctlon • 

Up to 10 percent of the appropriation for any 
fiscal year may be used for additional payments 
authorized under section 8 of Public Law 81- 
815. If an otherwise eligible application cannot 
be approved under this law because the local 
education agency cannot finance the non-Fed- 
eral share of the cost of the proposed school 
facilities, the Commissioner may make a grant, 
in addition to payments otherwise provided un- 
der the act, in an amount not to exceed the cost 
of providing minimum school facilities for the 
number of unhoused children as of the end of 
the increase period, less all financial resources 
practicably available to the applicant. The grant 
will not exceed the difference between (1) the 
actual cost of providing minimum facilities for 
the federally connected pupils eligible for pay- 
ment under the act. or the average cost in the 
State of providing such facilities, whichever is 
the lesser, and (2) the Federal funds made 
available to the applicant under section 5 of the 
act, plus local and State funds which may be 
made available for this purpose. 

An additional grant may also be authorized 
under section 8 to complete an approved proj- 
ect which could not otherwise be completed 
because of flood, fire, or similar emergency 
affecting either the work on the project or the 
applicant's ability to finance the non-Federal 
share of the cost of the project. A grant for such 
purpose may not exceed the amount required to 
pay the additional cost caused by the emer- 
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gency less any financial resources available to 
the applicant, including any insurance pro- 
ceeds. 

Assurances Required 

Before Federal funds may be allotted for con- 
structing school facilities, the Commissioner 
must be assured that the applicant has or will 
have title to the site or the right to construct 
and operate the proposed school facilities on 
the site. The Commissioner must also be as- 
sured that the completed school facilities will 
be maintained by the applicant for at least 20 
years. The applicant must also have legal au- 
thority to construct the project and to finance 
any non-Federal share of the cost as proposed. 
Assurances must also be given that the project 
will commence within a reasonable time and be 
completed with due diligence. The rates of pay 
for construction workers on the project may not 
be less than wage rates determined under the 
Davis-Bacon Act. The local education agency 
must also assure that its school facilities will be 
available to children for whose education con- 
tributions are provided in the act on the same 
terms in accordance with State law as they are 
to other children in the district. The local educa- 
tion agency must also agree to provide the 
Commissioner any further information relating 
to the project which he may reasonably require. 

Other assurances are required respecting title 
VI of the Civil Rights Act of 1964; and consider- 
ation must be given to excellence of architec- 
ture and design and accessibility and usability 
of the facilities by handicapped persons. 

Providing Facilities Under Section 9 for Local Education 
Agencies Affected by Temporary Federal Impact 

Increases in school membership may be tem- 
porary, and the applicant may request that 
funds be allotted to it under section 9 in an 
amount equal to what is needed to construct 
temporary facilities. Such funds may be used to 
construct permanent facilities, fn lieu of tempo- 
rary facilities, but under such a circumstance 
assurance must be given that adequate school 
facilities will be provided for federally con- 
nected children whose membership is consid- 
ered to be temporary and who form the basis 
for payment under the Act. Alternatively, the 
applicant may request that needed temporary 
facilities be made available by the Commis- 
sioner of Education. 



GRANTS TO PROVIDE NEEDED MINIMUM 
FACILITIES FOR CHILDREN RESIDING ON 
INDIAN LANDS AND FOR INADEQUATELY 
HOUSED CHILDREN (Section 14) 

Subsections 14(a) and 14(b) authorize grants 
to construct minimum school facilities in school 
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districts which provide or, when facilities are 
available, will provide free public education for 
children who reside on Indian lands, or in 
school districts where Indian lands constitute a 
substantial part of the school district. 

^Eligibility Requirements 

An applicant school district may be eligible 
for payment under subsection 14(a) or 14(b) if: 

(1) The number of pupils residing on Indian 
lands for whom the applicant provides free 
public education represents a "substantial per- 
centage" of the total number of children for 
whom the local education agency provides free 
public education. An applicant will be consid- 
ered as meeting the "substantial percentage" 
requirement if the estimated number of children 
who reside on Indian lands as of the close of a 
4-year increase period, and whose membership 
has not formed or will not form the basis for 
payment under other provisions of the act, is at 
least 15 and, under subsection 14(a)(1), is at 
least 33V3 percent or under subsection 14(b)(1), 
at least 10 percent of the total number of chil- 
dren for whom the applicant is providing free 
public education; 

OR 

(2) the Indian lands in the school district 
comprise a "substantial part" of the school 
district. An applicant will be considered as 
meeting this requirement if the Indian lands in 
the school district represent, in relation to sub- 
section 14(a)(1) of the act, at least 33V3 percent, 
and in relation to subsection 14(b)(1) of the act, 
at least 10 percent, of the total land area in the 
school district; 

OR 

(3) the applicant is providing free public edu- 
cation for at least 100 children who reside on 
Indian lands located outside the applicant 
school district; 

AND 

(4) the immunity of such Indian lands from 
taxation by the applicant has created a substan- 
tial and continuing impairment of its ability to 
finance needed school facilities. (This provision 
may be waived if the applicant is providing free 
public education for 100 or more children who 
reside on Indian lands located outside its 
school district.) 

Under subsection 14(a), additional conditions 
for payment are: 

(1) The applicant is making a reasonable tax 
effort and is exercising diligence in availing 
itself of State and other financial assistance 
available for this purpose; 

AND 

(2) The applicant does not have sufficient 
funds available from all sources to provide mini- 
mum school facilities required for the free pub- 
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lie education of a substantia! percentage of 
children in membership in its schools. This 
requirement will be deemed to be met when, 
with full utilization of practicably available fi- 
nancial resources including unused legal bond- 
ing authority of the applicant (but not to exceed 
12 percent of the assessed valuation of the 
school district), the applicant does not have 
sufficient funds to provide minimum school fa- 
cilities, required for the education of 95 percent 
or more of the total number of children esti- 
mated to be in membership in the applicant's 
schools as of the end of the second year follow- 
ing the end of the membership period for which 
the application is filed. 

The preceding burden and effort requirement 
is not applicable to subsection 14(b). 

Federal funds granted under subsection 14(a) 
are limited to the amount required in excess of 
local, State, and other Federal funds available 
for constructing minimum school facilities for 
the children who it is estimated will be in 
membership in the applicant's schools at the 
end of the second year following the end of any 
4-year membership period. 

Under subsection 14(b), the amount is limited 
to that needed in excess of local. State, and 
other Federal funds available, to provide mini- 
mum school facilities for only those children 
who reside on Indian lands. 

GRANTS TO PROVIDE NEEDED MINIMUM 
FACILITIES FOR CHILDREN IN SCHOOL 
DISTRICTS FINANCIALLY DISTRESSED DUE 
TO LARGE AREAS OF FEDERAL LANDS IN 
THE DISTRICT [Subsection 14(c)] 

Subsection 14(c) was added to Public Law 
81-815 by an amendment contained in Public 
Law 91-230, approved April 13, 1970. Subsec- 
tion 14(c) authorizes grants for the construction 
of minimum school facilities to districts provid- 
ing free public education for a substantial per- 
centage of children who are inadequately hous- 
ed by minimum school facilities, where Federal 
property constitutes a substantial part of the 
school district, and when such children have 
not formed or will not form the basis for pay- 
ments under other provisions of the act. Fur- 
thermore, the immunity of Federal property 
from taxation must have created a substantial 
and continuing impairment of the district's abil- 
ity to finance needed school facilities. 

Ellgibiilty R«quirem«ntt 

An applicant school district may be eligible 
under subsection 14(c) if: 

(1) The number of children for whom the local 
education agency is providing or will provide 
free public education and who are inadequately 
housed by minimuixi school facilities represents 



a "substantial percentage" of the total number 
of children for whom the local education 
agency provides free public education. A further 
proviso is that the membership of these chil- 
dren has not formed and will not form the basis 
for payment under other provisions of the act. 
An applicant will be considered to meet the 
"substantial percentage" requirement when the 
number of children inadequately housed is at 
least 20 and when the number constitutes at 
least 33V3 percent of the total number of chil- 
dren for whom the applicant is providing free 
public education; 

AND 

(2) Federal property in the school district is at 
least 33V3 percent of the total area in the school 
district; 

AND 

(3) The immunity of such Federal property to 
taxation by the applicant has created a substan- 
tial ancj continuing impairment of the school 
district's ability to finance needed school facili- 
ties. 

(4) The applicant is making a reasonable tax 
effort and is exercising due diligence in availing 
itself of State and other financial assistance 
available for this purpose. 

(5) The applicant does not have sufficient 
funds from all other sources to provide the 
minimum school facilities required for free pub- 
lic education of a substantial percentage of the 
children in membership in its schools. This 
requirement will be deemed to be met when, 
with full utilization of practicably available fi- 
nancial resources including unused legal bond- 
ing authority of the applicant (but not necessar- 
ily exceeding 12 percent of the assessed valua- 
tion of the school district), the applicant does 

. not have sufficient funds to provide the mini- 
mum school facilities required for the education 
of 95 percent or more of the total number of 
children estimated to be in membership as of 
the end of the second year following the end of 
the membership period for which the applica- 
tion is filed. 

Amount of Federal Payment 

Federal funds granted under subsection 14(c) 
are limited to the amount required, in excess of 
local. State, and other Federal funds available 
for constructing minimum school facilities for 
inadequately housed children who it is esti- 
mated will be in membership in the applicant's 
schools at the end of the second year following 
the end of any 4-year increase period. 

FEDERAL CONSTRUCTION OF SCHOOL 
FACILITIES ON FEDERAL PROPERTY 
(Section 10) 

Some State laws preclude the expenditure of 
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local and State funds for the construction of 
school facilities on Federal properties. In these 
instances, the Commissioner is directed by sec- 
tion 10 of the act to make arrangements for 
constructing or otherwise providing school fa- 
cilities for the children. To the extent practica- 
ble, these facilities are to be comparable to 
those provided by local education agencies m 
similar communities in the State. 

Public Law 89-77 authorized the Commis- 
sioner, in determining the capacity of school 
facilities to be constructed on Federal installa- 
tions in Guam, Puerto Rico, and Wake Island to 
count children residing off Federal property but 
whose parent is employed by the United States. 
He may count such children when he deter- 
mines, after consultation with the appropriate 
State education agency, that the provision of 
such facilities is appropriate to carry out the 
purposes of Public Law 81-815, that no local 
education agency is able to provide suitable 
free public education for such children, and 
that English is not the primary language of 
instruction in schools in the locality. 

The Commissioner is authorized to transfer to 
the appropriate local education agency without 
charge all the right, title, and interest of the 
United States in and to any facilities provided 
under section 10 or (as formerly enacted) sec- 
tions 204 or 310, when he determines it is in the 
interest of the Federal Government to do so. 

ADMINISTRATION 
Participation by Stata Education Aganclet 

State education agencies participate in ad- 
ministering the school construction program. 
An application from a local education agency 
may not be approved until the State education 
agency assures the Commissioner that the proj- 
ect is consistent with overall State plans for the 
construction of school facilities. , . 

The participation of each State is essential in 
establishing construction costs used in comput- 
ing grants for eligible school districts. On the 
basis of information obtained annually from 
each State, an average per-pupil cost of con- 
struction is computed and submitted to the 
State agency for concurrence. The approved 
1972 and 1973 average per-pupil costs of con- 
struction thus obtained for each State were 
used in determining grants under applications 
filed for the increase periods ending June 30, 
1974, and June 30, 1975. 

Assistanca of Otiiar Fadaral Aganciat 

Construction functions are delegated to the 
office of Facilities Engineering and Property 
Management of the Department of Health, Edu- 
cation, and Welfare. These functions include 
obtaining assurances required by the act, exam- 



ining final plans and specifications, and in- 
specting and reviewing construction progress. 
That office also performs additional functions in 
constructing temporary school facilities under 
section 9 and in constructing schools on Fed- 
eral property under section 10, including the 
preparation of cost estimates, arranging for the 
preparation of plans and specifications, and 
supervision of the construction of each ap- 
proved project. 

Priority and Relative Urgency of Need 

When funds available for any fiscal year will 
not be sufficient to pay in full the maximum 
allowance to all eligible school districts which 
have filed applications before the most, recent 
cutoff date for their receipt, the act requires that 
the Commissioner shall establish a priority list- 
ing for the approval of those applications, 
^ based on relative urgency of need. Projects are 
arranged in order from the highest to the lowest 
index number. Funds are reserved, starting with 
the highest priority project and continuing 
down the list as far as available funds will 
permit. Applications filed after the currently ef- 
fective cutoff date are considered for approval 
when additional funds are made available and a 
new cutoff date has been established. 

The priority index of each eligible school 
district application is the sum of (1) the percent- 
age that the number of federally connected 
children counted for payment is of the total 
membership at the close of the 4-year increase 
period and (2) the percentage that the number 
of children determined to be "unhoused m the 
applicant's schools as of the end of the increase 
period is of the total membership. However, the 
priority index may not exceed twice the percent- 
age of the total membership that the number of 
f^erally connected children counted for pay- 
ment represents. ^ « ♦ 
Pursuant to the current provisions of the act, 
eligible applications under sections 9, 10, and 
16 and those under subsections 14(a) and 14(b) 
must be funded before applications under all 
other sections when the appropriation is insuffi- 
cient to fund all eligible applications. However, 
beginning with fiscal year 1973, appropriations 
act language has provided that all funds author- 
ized for the purposes of the act be expended in 
effect exclusively for applications eligible under 
section 5 and those eligible under subsections 
14(a) and 14(b). ^ 

Public Law 91-230, approved April 13, 1970, 
amended the act to establish the present prior- 
ity position of subsections 14(a) and (b) with 
respect to funding. As a consequence of this 
amendment and the limited funds available, 
priority indexes are now developed for section 
10 applications on a basis similar to that de- 
scribed in the preceding paragraph.

The act further provides that- applications or 
portions of applications under section 5 based 
on the membership of children residing on, or 
residing with a parent employed on low-rent 
housing property, may not be funded until all 
other applications under that section of the act 
have been approved. 



"Minimum School Facilities" 

The concept of "minimum school facilities" 
was incorporated into Puolic Law 81-815 in 
1953 by the enactment of Public Law 83-246. 
The amending law did not define the term. 
However, the congressional committee reports 
on the bill give considerable legislative history 
regarding the intent of Congress in this matter. 
In general, minimum school facilities were to be 
neither inferior nor substandard in the quality of 
the materials used in their construction and in 
the amount of space provided for instructional 
purposes. It was not expected that Federal 
funds would be used to construct single-pur- 
pose auditoriums, single-purpose gymnasiums, 
or other single-use rooms that would be used 
only a part of each day or to provide facilities 
more elaborate than those which school dis- 
tricts in the same State in recent years have 
been constructing with their own funds. Mini- 
mum school facilities were defined by Federal 
regulations as "those instructional and auxiliary 
rooms and initial equipment, exclusive of sin- 
gle-purpose auditoriums, single-purpose gym- 
nasiums, and any built-in spectator space, nec- 
essary to operate a program of free public 
education for the school members of the appli- 
cant at normal capacity in accordance with the 
laws and customs of the State." Federal funds 
have been approved to construct school facili- 
ties of the size and type which school districts 
have been providing in recent years with their 
own funds, but which generally excluded sin- 
gle-purpose gymnasiums and auditoriums. 

As a result of changing educational needs, 
purposes, and technology and because of inno- 
vations occurring in elementary and secondary 
education, it is becoming common practice, 
particularly in larger school centers, to provide 
separate gymnasiums and separate audito- 
riums. During fiscal year 1967, the definition of 
minimum school facilities in the Federal regula- 
tions was amended to permit the construction 
of such separate facilities with Public Law 81- 
815 funds where the size of pupil enrollment 
and curriculum requirements justify separate 
facilities. Further change has resulted from the 
amendments enacted by Public Law 89-750 
requiring applicants to consider excellence of 
architecture and design of any building con- 
structed with the use of Federal funds. An 
amount not to exceed 1 percent of the project 
grant may be authorized for incorporation of 



works of art in building plans. In addition, all 
facilities constructed with the use of Federal 
funds must be made accessible to and usable 
by handicapped persons. 

When Public Law 90-247 was under consider- 
ation, the congressional committees included in 
the reports on the bill a statement giving the 
legislative history of the "minimum school facil- 
ities" concept and recommending the establish- 
•nent of a more up-to-date idea of minimum 
school facilities than was included when the law 
was enacted in 1950 and amended in 1953. The 
report expressed the view that while the con- 
cept had served a useful purpose in the law and 
should be retained to prevent unnecessary or 
unwise expenditure of Federal funds, it needed 
to be modernized to fit the current trends in 
educational programs, techniques, and pur- 
poses and that with new devices for instruction 
becoming more widely used, minimum school 
facilities should include, in addition to regular 
classrooms, special rooms for speech therapy, 
remedial reading, music appreciation, language 
laboratories, electronic data processing, and 
other facilities and the equipment necessary for 
and useful in conducting special programs or 
activities for educationally deprived children. 
The report further suggested that the criterion 
to be used in approving features in buildings or 
other specialized facilities should be the need 
of them in the school program operated by the 
applicant school district and that it is within the 
concept of minimum facilities to use Federal 
funds in appropriate situations, particularly un- 
der subsections 14(a) and (b), for construction 
of consolidated school facilities when small 
districts are merged or to replace small isolated, 
inadequate buildings with modern facilities 
even though the district may have enough 
classroom space to house all of the children. 
Also, considerable leeway may be exercised in 
determining what constitutes minimum school 
facilities in specific situations, following consul- 
tation with the State education agency. 

"Unhoused Children" 

Children who are "unhoused" or "without 
minimum school facilities" are defined by regu- 
lation as those in membership in the schools of 
a district over and above the normal capacity of 
available and usable minimum school facilities. 
As indicated earlier, the law requires that the 
amount of Federal funds approved for payment 
be limited to the cost of constructing minimum 
school facilities for a number not to exceed the 
number of "unhoused" children. The act, as 
amended by Public Law 89-750, now authorizes 
the number of unhoused children for whom 
minimum school facilities are needed to be 
determined by estimating total membership as 
of the end of the second year following the 4- 
year period for which the application is filed. 
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A school district may have sufficient class- 
room space to accommodate the children in 
membership in its schools, but not have the 
minimum school facilities needed to conduct an 
adequate school program. In such cases, Fed- 
eral funds under the act may be approved as 
indicated above for the construction of the 
needed minimum facilities, such as a library, 
administrative space, kitchen and cafeteria, or 
other noncapacity facilities. 

APPROPRIATIONS 

A total of $1,459,592,000 has been appropri- 
ated by the Conaress for constructing school 
facilities under Public Law 81-815 since its 
enactment in September 1950. This does not 
include a balance of $96,000 transferred to the 
Office of Education from the Atomic Energy 
Commission pursuant to section 209(d) of the 
act, nor $2,471,106 transferred from the U. S. 
Army SAFEGUARD program pursuant to Public 
Law 91-211. 



SUMMARY OF ASSISTANCE PROVIDED 
UNDER PUBLIC LAW 81-815 

Beginning in fiscal year 1967, appropriations 
requested and provided for Public Law 81-815 
were insufficient to meet the needs of all eligi- 
ble applications filed for school construction 
assistance to overcome the school membership 
impact resulting from increased or new Federal 
activities and to provide for major disaster as- 
sistance. Several factors may be cited as having 
caused the current backlog of eligible or poten- 
tially eligible unfunded applications. These fac- 
tors include: (1) Appropriations requested were 
predicated upon the termination of temporary 
provisions of the act, subsections 5(a)(2) and 
5(a)(3). However, three authorizations extended 
these provisions to June 30, 1973; The provi- 
sions of the act were liberalized to permit more 
effective construction assistance to all local 
education agencies and specifically to those 
serving children residing on Indian lands; (2) 
Major disaster assistance needs continually in- 
creased and (3) Legislative and administrative 
measures were introduced to reduce obliga- 
tions and expenditures. 

Consequently, no eligible application by a 
local education agency filed under section* 5 
after fiscal year 1967 to the present was funded 
until fiscal year 1973. In accordance with the 
provisions of the act, funds appropriated in 
fiscal years 1968 through 1970 were obligated 
or committed to the extent possible for eligible 
applications required by the act to be given first 
consideration — assistance under section 9, 
where Federal impact is of a temporary dura- 



tion; under section 10, direct Federal construc- 
tion on Federal property; and under section 16, 
major disaster assistance. All eligible claims 
under the latter section were funded before 
consideration was given to applications under 
sections 9 and 10. 

Beginning in fiscal year 1971, after the poten- 
tial requirements of section 16 were considered, 
eligible applications under the priority sections 
9 and 10 and subsections 14(a) and (b), shared 
appropriated funds in proportion to the total 
requirements of each section. Applications were 
ranked in priority index order, regardless, of the 
fiscal year in which filed, and they were funded 
in accordance with that order. 

Beginning in fiscal year 1973, appropriations 
act language has superseded the basic lan- 
guage of the law and has provided that all funds 
authorized for its purposes be used exclusively 
for the funding of applications eligible under 
section 5 and those eligible under subsections 
14(a) and 14(b) which reflect the impact in 
school membership caused by military installa- 
tions and children residing on Indian lands. 

The backlog of potentially eligible unfunded 
applications is in excess of $283 million. Final 
^processing of applications on file and receipt of 
construction bids for those applications under 
priority sections which presumably can be 
funded will alter this estimate. About a third of 
the total estimated entitlement is attributable to 
applications under the priority sections 9 and 
10, subsections 14(a) and 14(b), and section 16 
of the act. 

Fiscal Year 1974 

Construction of School Facilities by Local 

Education Agencies 
A total of 41 local education agencies filed ap- 
plications during fiscal year 1974 for assistance 
under sections 5, 8, 9 and 14 of the act Of the 
applications filed during fiscal year 1974, 16 were 
for assistance under section 14. Three applica- 
tions were filed by local education agencies 
which had not heretofore applied for Federal as- 
sistance. 

During the fiscal year, 72 applications were 
processed. The eligible districts had a combined 
increase of 14,972 federally connected children. 
Represented in thi5 increase were 7,451 children 
residing on Federal property with parents emp- 
loyed on Federal property; 4,417 children whose 
parents either lived on or worked on Federal 
property, but not both, and 3,004 children resid- 
ing on Indian lands. 

The sum of $11,660,000 was obligated in fis- 
cal year 1974 for 7 section 14 projects and 
$15,569,385 was obligated for 20 section 5 proj- 
ects. It is estimated that approved facilities will 
provide 135 classrooms and related facilities for 
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2.981 pupils in school districts providing free 
public education for children residing on Indian 
lands and 223 classrooms and related facilities 
for 6,223 pupils whose parents either reside on 
and/or are employed on military installations. 

Construction of School Facilities by the Federal 
Government on Federal Property 
One application for the construction of 
school facilities on Federal property was sub- 
mitted by a Federal agency under section 10 of 
the act in fiscal year 1974. A total of $505,680 in 
Federal funds was initially committed during the 
fiscal year for six projects. Five of the srx projects 
provided only repairs to existing school facilities. 
No new projects were started in fiscal year 1974. 

A 1965 amendment to section 10 of the act 
authorized, under certain circumstances, the 
construction on Federal property of school fa- 
cilities to accommodate children whose parents 
are employed by the United States, but who live 
• off the Federal property. That amendment is 
applicable only to the construction of school 
facilities on Federal property located on Guam 
in Puerto Rico, and on Wake Island. 

Transfer to Local Education Agencies of School 
Facilities Constructed on Federal Property 
Under Section 10 (Former Sections 204 and 
310) 

There were no new requests in fiscal year 
1974 from local education agencies for the 
transfer of title to federally owned school facili- 
ties which had been constructed under section 
10 of the act, or under former section 204 or 
310. A total of 39 requests for transfer of title 
has been received since the legislation authoriz- 
ing that action was enacted in 1966. The num- 
ber of school facility projects transferred to date 
is 25. Other pending transfers are dependent 
upon the division's being able to repair, rehabil- 
itate, or provide additional minimum school 
facilities. These projects have been deferred 
because of lack of funds during recent years. 

Special Assistance to SAFEGUARD ABM Faderally 
Impacted Areas 

The Office of Education and the U.S. Depart- 
ment of the Army in fiscal year 1971 entered 
into an agreement pursuant to Public Law 91- 
511 to provide school construction assistance 
in areas federally impacted due to the construc- 
tion of the SAFEGUARD antiballistic missile 
system. In accordance with this agreement and 
Public Law 91-511, the Office of Education 
received applications under Public Law 81-615 
from these federally impacted local education 
agencies, processed the applications, obligated 
funds to the extent available under Public Law 
81-615, and forwarded eligible applications to 
the U.S. Department of the Army for considera- 



tion under the provisions of Public Law 91-511, 
section 610. In fiscal year 1972 applications from 
four local education agencies were determined 
eligible for school construction assistance under 
Public Law 81-615 and Public Law 91-511. 

Fiscal Years 1951 Through 1974 

During the 24-year period of operation cov- 
ered by this report (see table E) 17,220 project 
applications have been filed by local education 
agencies in 50 States and 4 outlying areas and 
by Federal officials on behalf of various Federal 
installations. Federal funds totaling $1,454,752,- 
230 have been reserved for 6,482 projects, rep- 
resenting 5,992 projects filed by local education 
agencies and 600 by Federal agencies. Of this 
amount $1,246,962,188 has been granted to lo- 
cal school districts, and $207,280,042 has been 
authorized by the Commissioner to build school 
facilities on Federal property. 

A total of 1 ,934,750 federally connected pupils 
in all categories has been counted as eligible 
for payment on the applications filed by local 
education agencies and processed to date. 01 
these. 341,241 (17.6 percent) were children re- 
siding on Federal property with parents em- 
ployed on Federal property; 1,329,744 (68.8 per- 
cent) were children either residing on, or resid- 
ing with a parent employed on. Federal property 
but not both; and 263,755 (13.6 percent) were 
children whose parents were brought into the 
applicant district as a result of activities of the 
United States carried on directly or through a 
contractor. 

The school facilities constructed or approved 
for construction by local education agencies 
under sections 5, 8, 9, and 14 of the act are 
estimated to provide over 72,921 classrooms 
and related facilities to house approximately 
2,164,070 pupils. As of June 30, 1974, 5,918 of 
the projects were completed, 43 were still under 
construction, and 13 were still in various stages 
of preconstruction planning or awaiting final 
approval. The facilities to be constructed in- 
clude over 2,000 new school facilities, over 
3,000 additions to existing facilities, and related 
nonclassroom facilities. It is estimated that the 
local education agencies have added $997 mil- 
lion in local and State funds for the acquisition 
of sites and the construction of the projects 
provided under Public Law 81-615. 

Of the 490 projects for which funds have been 
authorized for Federal construction of school 
facilities on Federal property under section 10 
of the act, 462 had been completed and 28 were 
either under construction or being planned for 
construction as of June 30, 1974. When all the 
projects for which funds have been authorized 
are completed, they will provide an estimated 
4,527 classrooms and related facilities to house 
approximately 133,700 pupils.

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IV. FEDERAL DISASTER AID FOR SCHOOLS 



AUTHORIZING LEGISLATION 

Public Law 89-313, approved by the President 
on November 1, 1965, amended Public Laws SI- 
SIS and 31-674 to authorize the Commissioner 
of Education to provide financial assistance 
under certain conditions for the repair, restora- 
tion, or replacement of damaged facilities and 
for the operation of public elementary and sec- 
ondary schools in areas affected by a major 
disaster. This act amended Public Law 81-615 
by adding section 16 and Public Law 81-674 by 
adding section 7. Thus, certain definitions, limi- 
tations, and requirements in Public Laws 81- 
815 and 81-674 apply to the major disaster 
assistance program. 

Public Law 89-313 authorizes the Commis- 
sioner of Education to replace or restore a 
school building destroyed or damaged in a 
disaster and, when necessary, to provide in- 
creased current operating expenses for a period 
not to exceed 5 years, with the entitlement for 
the second, third, and fourth years following the 
year of the disaster to be on a reduced basis. 
The Commissioner is further authorized to pro- 
vide public school facilities and operating funds 
for children who attended nonpublic schools 
which were damaged or destroyed by a disaster 
and will not be repaired or restored. 

When the President declares a "major disas- 
ter" for any area as defined in sections 102(2) 
and 301 of Public Law 93-288, the Federal 
Disaster Assistance Administration defines the 

?|eographic limits of the disaster area and noti- 
ies the Commissioner. School districts located 
within that area are then authorized to apply for 
major disaster assistance. 

Public Law 90-247, approved January 2, 1968, 
extended school disaster aid provisions to disas- 
ters occurring on or before June 30, 1970, and 
amended both Public Laws 81-^15 and 81r674 
to authorize major disaster assistance to pub- 
licly operated schools providing technical, vo- 
cational, or other special education to children 
of elemjBntary or secondary school age. That act 
also eliminated the requirement for a determi- 
nation of reasonable tax effort and the exercise 
of due diligence by the local education agency 
or other public agency in availrng itself of State 
and other financial assistance and substituted a 
requirement that such agency utilize all State 
and other financial assistance available for the 
same purpose. It also added a minimum need 
provision ($1 ,000 or one-half of 1 percent.of the 
agency's current operating expenditures during 
the year preceding the disaster, whichever is 
the lesser) as a condition of eligibility for assist- 
ance. 

Subsection 7(a), title I, Public Law 81-674, 
was amended to authorize assistance that 



would provide a level of education equivalent to 
that maintained in the schools of the agency 
prior to the occurrence of the disaster instead 
of the level maintained during the last full fiscal 
year prior to the occurrence of the disaster, and 
an amendment was added to subsection 7(b) to 
clarify the authority to lise grant funds to make 
minor repairs to facilities where necessary as 
the result of a major disaster. 

Section 16 of Public Law 81-815 was 
amended to permit financial assistance to a 
local education agency or other public agency 
for the construction of public school facilities to 
serve children who would attend public schools 
because the private schools they were attending 
had been destroyed or seriously damaged by a 
major disaster and would not be replaced. 

Public Law 90-247 further amended both 
Public Laws 81-615 and 81-674 to authorize 
Federal assistance in the case of ''pinpoint" 
disasters; that is, disasters which are localized 
and not of sufficient severity to be classed as 
major disasters. Assistance is authorized where 
the. Commissioner determines that public ele- 
mentary and secondary school facilities of a 
local education agency have been destroyed or 
seriously damaged as a result of a flood, hurri- 
cane, earthquake, storm, fire, or other catastro- 
phe except one caused by negligence or mali- 
cious action, provided that the Governor of the 
State certifies the need for disaster assistance 
and gives assurances of the expenditure of a 
reasonable amount of State or local funds for 
the same purpose. The assistance authorized 
under section 16 of Public Law 81-615 in the 
case of a "pinpoint" disaster must be made in 
the form of a repayable advance. The "pin- 
point" diaster assistance provisions have not 
beea implemented because of the critical fund- 
ing shortage under both Public Law 81 -61 5 and 
Public Law 81-674. 

Public Law 91-230, approved April 13, 1970, 
extended the disaster provisions oif Public Laws 
81-674 and 81-615 to June 30, 1973. Under the 
authority of 20 U.S.C. 1224 assistance was ex- 
tended through June 30, 1974. 

Determination by the Commissioner Required by Public 
Laws 81-815 and 81-874 

Before a local education agency or other 
public agency which operates schools provid- 
ing technical, vocational, or other special edu- 
cation to children of elementary or secondary 
school age may become eligible for major dis- 
aster assistance, the Commissioner of Educa- 
tion must determine that: 

1. Public elementary or secondary school fa- 
cilities of such agency have been de- 
stroyed or seriously damaged as a result of 
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a catastrophe or that private elementary or 
secondary school facilities have been de- 
stroyed or seriously damaged and will not 
be replaced or restored. 

2. The Governor of the State has certified the 
need for Federal disaster assistance and 
has given assurance of a reasonable ex- 
penditure of State or local funds for such 
purpose. 

3. Such agency is utilizing or will utilize all State 
and other financial assistance available for 
the same purpose. 

4. The agency does not have sufficient funds 
available to it from State, local, or other 
Federal sources, or from insurance benefits, 
to repair, replace, or restore the facilities 
destroyed or seriously damaged, or to pro- 
vide free public education for the children 
attending the schools of the agency. The 
amount of additional assistance needed 
must equal at least $1,000 or one-half of 1 
percent of the school district s current oper- 
ating expenditures during the fiscal year 
preceding the fiscal year of the disaster, 
whichever is the lesser. 

5. The agency has made provision to accept in 
its schools those children who were enrolled 
in private elementary or secondary schools 
where operation was disrupted or impaired 
by the disaster, if such children are to be 
considered in the basis for payment. 



ASSISTANCE THAT MAY BE PROVIDED 

The Commissioner may authorize, upon such 
terms and in such amounts as he determines to 
be in the public interest, the additional assistance 
necessary for a school district to provide free 
public education and needed facilities. 

Section 7, Title I, Public Law 81-874 

Financial assistance may be given to a local 
education agency or to a public agency which 
operates schools providing technical, vocational, 
or other special education to children of elemen- 
tary and secondary age to help finance the current 
operation of its elementary and secondary school 
programs; to make minor repairs to damaged 
facilities; to replace or repair instructional and 
maintenance supplies, equipment, and materials 
(including books) that were seriously damaged or 
destroyed; to lease or otherwise obtain temporary 
school facilities while those destroyed or seriously 
damaged are being replaced or restored; and to 
assist in meeting the added operating costs of a 
local education agency that accepts children who 
attended a private school where operation was 
disrupted or ihipaired by a disaster. 

The assistance necessary to meet current oper- 
ating expenses for free public education for any 



fiscal year is limited to what the Commissioner 
determiners is necessary to enable such agency 
with State, local, and other Federal funds available 
to it for such purpose to provide a level of 
education equivalent to that maintained in the 
schools of the agency prior to the occurrence of 
the disaster. Consideration may be given to the 
additional costs of providing a public educational 
program for children enrolled in nonpublic elemen- 
tary and secondary schools whose operation has 
been disrupted by the disaster. 

Additional assistance may be provided for a 
period not exceeding 5 fiscal years beginning with 
the fiscal year in which the President determines 
that the area has suffered a major disaster. 
Entitlements for the second, third, arKJ fourth fiscal 
years following the President's determination may 
not exceed 75 percent, 50 percent, and 25 
percent, respectively, of the amount of entitlement 
for the educational program for the year of the 
disaster or for the first year following the disaster, 
whichever is larger. 

Sectk>n 16, Public Law 81-615 

Financial assistance may be provided under 
section 16 for replacing or restorina school facili- 
ties destroyed or seriously damaged as a result of 
a major disaster and for construction of additional 
public school facilities to house children from 
private schools which are seriously damaged or 
destroyed and which are not to be replaced. 

Assistance provided under the act may not 
exceed the construction costs incident to the 
restoration or replacement of the school facilities 
destroyed or damaged. When the Commissioner 
determines that the district has funds available 
from other sources to restore or replace the 
damaged facility and these funds are not immedi- 
ately available, he may advance Federal money to 
the district for immediate use, such advance to be 
repaid upon such terms and conditions as he may 
determine. 



ADMINISTRATION 

Responsibility for administering the program of 
Disaster Assistance for Schools has been dele- 
gated to the Division of School Assistance in 
Federally Affected Areas, U.S. Office of Education. 
Regulations were first published in the Federal 
Register, March 15, 1966. Amendments to the 
regulations were published September 6, 1968, 
and January 29, 1971. 

Othtr Ag«nciM 

State education agencies participate in the ad- 
ministration of the program of Disaster Assistance 
for Schools. Applications are submitted to the 
Commissioner through the State education 
agency. The State representative reviews the 
application and certifies its accuracy and com- 
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pleteness. For applications under section 16 of 
Public Law 81-815, the State agency certifies that 
the proposed construction project is consistent 
with overall State plans for the construction of 
school facilities. 



Available Funds 

Under subsection 7(b) of title I of Public Law 
81-874. Federal funds are available for debris 
removal and cleanup; minor repairs to buildings 
and sites; repair or replacement of equipment, 
materials, and supplies; and for leasing of tempo- 
rary facilities. Funds from other Federal, State, 
and local sources, including insurance proceeds 
available for major disaster repair, must be consid- 
ered as available. The applicant is entitled only to 
the additional amount needed to make the neces- 
sary repairs or replacements. 

Under subsection 7(a) all Federal, State, and 
local funds practicably available to a public educa- 
tion agency for providing the free public education 
program are considered available. 

In determining the funds an applicant has 
available under section 16 of Public Law 81-815 
for repairing, replacing, or restoring school facili- 
ties (exclusive of equipment) seriously damaged 
or totally destroyed by a disaster, the Commis- 
sioner considers as available all insurance pro- 
ceeds and all Federal, State, or local funds made 
available to the applicant specifically for repair or 
replacement of disaster damage, as well as all 
unobligated or unencumbered funds set aside as 
an insurance reserve and funds from the sale of 
bonds voted specifically for the replacement of the 
school facilities seriously damaged or destroyed 
as a result of the major disaster. 



FriorftiM for Approval of Applications 

Whenever the Commissioner determines that 
appropriated funds available for any fiscal year will 
be inadequate to provide the financial assistance 
requested under all approvable applications, he 
will, as provided by subsections 16(c) of Public 
Law 81-815 and 7(d) of Public Law 81-874, 
establish an order of priority for approval of 
applications after considering the relative educa- 
tional and financial needs of all public education 
agencies which have submitted approvable appli- 
cations. 

Sactlon 7. Tltta I, Public Law 81-174 

The priority index established for an approvable 
application is the ratio (expressed in percentage) 
of Federal funds for which the Commissioner 
estimates the application is eligible to the total 
estimated current operating costs of the applicant, 
including the increased costs due to the major 
disaster. 
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Sactlon 18. Public Law 81-815 

An order of priority is determined by the Com- 
missioner for all applications for replacement or 
restoration of school facilities where the relocation 
of students in another school building or class- 
room is required because of destruction of or 
serious damage to such facilities. The priority 
index of each application is determined on the 
basis of the ratio (expressed in percentage) of the 
number of children in the school district who are 
so relocated to the total membership of all schools 
in the district. 

Assurancas Raqulrad Undar Sactlon 18, Public Law 81-815 

Subsection 16(c) provides that, before payment 
can be made, an application must meet the 
requirements of subsection 6(b)(1) of the act. In 
addition, applicants are required to give the same 
assurances as applicants under other provisions 
of Public Law 81 --81 5 concerning compliance with 
title VI of the Civil Rights Act of 1964, considera- 
tion of excellence of architecture and design, and 
accessibility and use of the facilities by handi- 
capped persons. 



APPROPRIATIONS 

Section 16 of Public Law 81-815 and section 7, 
title I, Public Law 81-874, both authorize the 
appropriation of funds for each fiscal year in the 
amounts necessary to carry out the provisions of 
these sections. They also enable the Commis- 
sioner of Education, while these appropriations are 
pending, to use such funds appropriated under 
other sections of Public Laws 81-815 and 81-874 
as may be necessary for immediately providing 
disaster assistance. 

During fiscal year 1966, the first year of the 
program, funds appropriated for title I of Public 
Law 81-874 and not needed for that year were 
obligated for all disaster payments under both 
acts. Subsequently, separate accounts of obli- 
gations and expenditures for disaster assist- 
ance are maintained on a current basis. How- 
ever, no funds have ever been appropriated 
directly for the purpose of financing applica- 
tions eligible under Section 16 of Public Law 
81-1315. Funds appropriated for fiscal year 1974 
for Public Law 81-874 and for Public Law 81- 
815 were expended for applications made under 
the disaster provisions of each act. 



SUMMARY OF DISASTER ASSISTANCE— 
FISCAL YEARS 1966-74 

Betvveen August 30, 1965, the effective date of 
disaster school assistance legislation, and June 
30, 1974, 231 declared disasters occurred, involv- 
ing 45 States and 3 territories. School districts 
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in 45 of these States and 3 territories have 
submitted i860 applications under section 7 of 
Public Law 81-874 and 45 project applications 
under section 16 of Public Law 81-815. To date 
a total of $109745,362 has been authorized in 
payments for applications submitted to the Of- 
fice of Education under section 7 and $29,225,- 
329 has been reserved under section 16. ' 

During fiscal year 1974, 49 separate disasters 
occurred, in 36 States. School districts in 31 



States submitted 41 1 applications for assistance 
under section 7 of Public Law 81-874 and 2 for 
school construction assistance under section 
16 of Public Law 81-«15. Of these, 409 districts 
have been determined eligible. A total of $8,994,- 
996 has been authorized for payments to school 
districts during 1974 under section 7 of Public 
Law 81-874, and $2,476,344 has been reserved 
for applications under section 16 of Public Law 
81-815. 
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DESCRIPTION OF BASIC TABLES
